The Council letter on pavement to 
Stanford Park owners, and the 
meeting July 17 have clarified the 
question as follows: 

1. The City Engineer states that 
the Stanford Park pavement, laid 
in 1930 with seal-coat binding at a 
cost of $125,000 is ready to break 
| up. 

2. The City Attorney states, ten- 
tatively, that the proposed repair, 
|*sphalt -conerete, costing $75,000, 
| Would constitute by legislative def- 
|inition construction and not main- 
tenance. It would therefore be the 
| responsibility, not of the City, but 
of the district. 

3. City bond financing would re- 
quire a two-thirds vote. 

4. The present surplus, $17,000, if 
devoted to streets pro rata, would 
| accomplish less than one-tenth of 
| Stanford Park repair, Furthermore, 
|to devote to the streets even this 
small sum, , which is needed to 
match State and Federal post-war 
funds, is out of the question. 

5. Until four years ago, street re- 
pair money came from traffic fines 
and since then has come from taxes. 
Taxation has never been half 
enough for adequate maintenance 
throughout the city. 

Naturally the Stanford Park resi- 
dents cannot help worrying about 
their $125,000 investment, nor hesi- 
tating to pay in another $75,000 
even on the faint hope that some-

| One of the largest privately own- 
led boats to visit the Palo Alto 
| Yacht Harbor arrived unannoun- 
\ced last week when the “Alaskan”, 
| of Marshfield, Oregon, a full re- 
ifrigerated fishing boat of 14 tons 
ltied up at the float. A. D. Winegar 
| the owner and skipper has many 
tales to tell of several years fishing 
lon her from San Diego to Alaska. 
|She is now undergoing repairs at 


in a few days te comtinue her fish- 
ing off the coast for albacore. The 
“Alaskan” was designed and built 
by Mr. Winegar in 1931 at Cush- 
man, Oregon. A V bottom, 60 ft. by 
14 ft. hull of 14 tons capacity, she 
|is powered by a 100 hp. Cummings 
|Diesel engine and is capable of 
going anywhere. Her keel is a 12x16 
linch timber, the frames are 4x8, 
the floor timbers are 4x12 and the 
beams are 4x4. Mr. Winegar was 6 
years in building the boat, taking 
time off to go fishing during the 
| seasons. 

, Among the many pictures shown 
lof his trips were several of Alaskan 
| brown bear within a few feet of 
\the boat. He has traversed the in- 
|land passage Many times from Van. 
|couver to Icy Bay, well up the 
jcoast of Alaska. Among his pos- 
|sessions is a Russian Trifle for 
| which he loads his own shells, 

Mr. Winegar was raised on a 
lfarm near Livermore, moving to 
| Oregon and taking up commercial 
|fishing as a career he has spent 
most of his life on the sea. The 
boat is his only home and he lives 
and travels alone. Sometimes he 
hires someone to help during the 
\fishing season or he will fish alone. 
A tall wiry man past 50, he is the 
picture of perfect health. 

His only chart of the South Bay 
was a chart of the California coast 
that showed a small scale map of 
lthe bay.

The English changed Zi- 
pangu to Cipango, and this, in turn, 
finally became Japan. 

The original Japanese name for 
the islands was Nihon, meaning 
“origin of light,’’ hence the famil- 
iar translation, “The Land of the 
Rising Sun.” Later, Nihon was 
changed to Nippon (English pronun- 
ciation: Nip-pon; Japanese: NYIP- 
pone), and Dai Nippon, ‘‘great Ja- 
pan,” became the official name.

While this controversy is going on 
up and-down the land, a number of 
scientific gentlemen, who won't lose 
their jobs if the administration 
changes here in Washington, and who 
pester themselves not so much about 
votes as about pests, will be calmly 
reading the reports of an interna- 
tional organization which has al- 
ready proved that it does work. | 

The Inter-American Conference on 
Agriculture meeting in Mexico City } 
will have concluded its second ses- 
sion by that time. It is making a 
lot of progress but preceding it was | 
another meeting: the United States- | 
Mexican commission, reports of 
whose session have not yet been |} 
made to the department of agricul- | 
ture but interested officials know 
that when they are made, they will 
record definite, practical progress. 
They know this because they know 
that this commission has already | 
furthered cooperative projects which 
have resulted in the saving of many 
dollars to both the United States | 
and Mexico, to say nothing of pro- | 
moting good will in each country 
through mutual assistance. The 
commission has furnished concrete 
examples of international cooper- 
ation which prove that it is both 
possible and practical. 

Today, more cotton blossoms are 
unfolding under the Texas sun, more 
American fruit has the assurance | 
of ripening and fewer cows will per- 
ish of tick fever because of Mexican- 
American cooperation—to mention a 
few of the many positive achieve- 
ments attained when men sit 
down together to work toward their 
common good. 

The story of this particular effort 
really begins back in July of 1942 at 
the first meeting of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Conference on Agriculture. At 
that meeting, energetic Senor Marte 
Gomez, Mexican minister of agri- 
culture, took Secretary Wickard by 
the lapel, and said, in effect: 

“The Americas all have some ag- 
ricultural interests in common, But 
Mexico and the United States have 
many.”’

New Projects 

That started something which was 
continued by a long correspondence 
between the two countries furthered 
by American Ambassador to Mexico 
Messerschmidt and Secretary Wick- 
ard. Plans were laid for merging 
various projects on which there had 
already been some cooperation and 
others which were in the making. 

As an illustration, let me mention 
two projects which are supported by 
both governments. Carrying out 
these projects by the department of 
agriculture has required no extra ap- 
propriations from congress. It is 
merely an extension of already ap- 
proved programs for getting (gratis) 
assistance from the Mexicans. In 
doing it, there has been a bilateral 
exchange of information, facilities 
and personnel. 

Take the largest project which has 
to do with the pink boll worm.

Nurses Recognized 

In 1847 military surgeons were 
given commissioned officer rank, 
and were allowed to appoint nurses 
required in army hospitals and to 
fix the compensation given these 
nurses. In 1861, legislation was 
enacted which gave definite recog- 
nition to women nurses in the army, 
and their pay was fixed at 40 cents 
a day, with rations. 


Ship Comforts 

The living comforts of the officers 
and men of the Victory ships and 
Liberty ships which deliver the 
goods to the battlefronts are en 
hanced by the amount and quality of 
the plumbing fixtures in quarters.

% cup lemon juice, strained 

4 tablespoons lemon-flavored gelatin 
% cup boiling water 

3 egg whites 

¥% teaspoon cream of tartar 
Cornflake Crust 

Beat egg yolks with a spoon in top 
of the double boiler. Stir in one- 
half the sugar, then salt, rind and 
fruit juice. Cook over boiling water 
10 minutes until mixture thickens 
and coats the spoon. 

Stir hot fruit juice or boiling wa- 
ter into flavored gelatin. Beat with 
the hot custard. Cool thoroughly un- 
til mixture begins to set, then break 
up while making meringue. To make 
meringue, beat egg whites until 
fluffy and gradually add remainder 
of sugar. Carefully fold meringue 
into filling and pile into crumb crust. 
Place in refrigerator until well set, 
about 2 hours. Serve cold. 

Lime Chiffon Pie: Use lime in 
above recipe in place of lemon. 
Green coloring may be added to in- 
tensify the color. 

Cornflake Crust 
4 cups rolled cornflakes 
¥% cup butter 
%4 cup sugar 

Roll cornflakes fine. Melt butter 
in pie pan, add sugar and crumbs 
and mix thoroughly. Press evenly 
and firmly around sides and bot- 
tam of pie pan.

Want Good Pastry? 


An old saying goes that ‘‘A pie 


| is as good as its crust.’’ No truer 
| words were ever spoken. 


Unless the 
crust is short, tender and flaky, the 
juiciest berries or most luscious fruit 
can do nothing for the pie. Here are 
the rules: 

1. Keep all ingredients and bowls 
well chilled. 

2. Don’t work over the piecrust. 


The lazier you are, the better the 
crust. 

3. Use a minimum of water for 
moistening. 


Two-Crust Pie Pastry. 
(Nine-inch) 
2 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
24 cup shortening 
4 to 6 tablespoons ice water 


To make pastry, sift flour once, 
add salt and then sift again. Mix 


one-half of shortening into flour and 
cut into mixture finely. Add re- 
mainder of shortening and cut into 
flour until mixture has the ap- 
pearance of coarse meal. 

Blend lightly, using just enough 
water to hold mixture together. Roll 
on floured cloth and fit to pastry tin.
